First blood was shed in the I. W. W. 
coal strike in Colorado early today, 
jwhen state policemen fired on several 
hundred 
strikers 
who 
storm ed the 
Columbine mine of the Rocky M oun­ 
tain fuel and iron com pany SO miles 
north of Denver. 
T hree strikers were known to have 
been killed and more than a score w-ere 
injured. 
S trikers asserted th a t from 
7 to IO had been slain, but this could 


I 


not be verified. 
Many of the state 
officers were injured. 
G overnor Adams declared m artial 
law in the entire northern Colorado 
(strike area. 
Women W ounded 
The state policemen turned a hail of 
■ bullets into the strikers a fte r a hand 
I to hand battle in which the officers 
w ere overwhelmed by the large crowd 
th a t sw arm ed into the mine property 
land ignored commands to halt. There 
were som e women sym pathizers in 
the ranks of the strikers and a t least 
two women were wounded. 
S trikers appeared a t th e m ine a t 
5:30 a. rn. and started through the 
gates. 
W ielding th eir guns as clubs, 
the policemen made a futile attem p t 
to h alt the advance. 
The strik ers used clubs, knives and 
atones to force their way in. 
Luis Scherf, chief of the sta te po­ 
lice, then rallied his officers and fo rm ­ 
ing a new line, 
again 
ordered 
the 
strik ers to halt. 
When 
they kept 
com ing Scherf fired two shots over the 
heads of the crowd, and then ordered 
his men to shoot into the ranks. 
Return For W ounded 
T he strik ers apparently were un­ 
aw are they w’cre being fired on until 
th eir ranks began to thin and the 
shrieks of the wound<*d pierced the 
air. 
Then 
they 
retreated 
hastily, 
tak in g m any of th e ir wounded with 
them . 
L ater they erected a whit*? 
flag over th eir autom obiles and re tu rn ­ 
ed for several more wounded. 
One of the dead and several of the 
wounded were left on the mine proper­ 
ty. 
The wounded were rushed to hos­ 
pitals a t Longm ont and Boulder. 
Several 
o f 'th e state officers also 
were taken to hospitals. 
They sus­ 
tained broken shoulders from being 
struck with clubs. 
One of the policemen lost a finger. 
Oni* of the injured was a woman 
dressed in the clothing of a man.

Fire in a stove 
had been allowed to die out S aturday 
night, and no one was in the store 
on Sunday, except Mr. Strickhouser, 
who says he was not near the place 
where the fire broke out. 
Awakened By Smoke 
Tho fire was discovered by m em ­ 
bers of the 
Strickhouser 
fam ily, 
whose hom e is connected w ith the 
store. 
M em bers of the fam ily w ere 
awakened by the smell of smoke and 
the sound of burning wood. 
They dressed hurriedly, and rushed 
to the stone, b u t dense smoke drove 
them back. 
Mr. Strickhouser w ent 
to the fro n t of the store, and broke 
in a window, not fa r from the place 
where the blaze originated. 
By using w ater, the Strickhousera 
and m em bers of the fam ily of J. D. 
Clapsaddle, w*ho reside opposite the 
store, fought the blaze until the G et­ 
tysburg fire com pany responded to a 
call nlaced by Mr. Clapsaddle. Seven 
m inutes a fte r the call was received 
here, the firem en appeared on the 
scene. 
Chem icals then supplanted 
the bucket brigade and the blaze w as 
soon extinguished. 
Mr. Strickhouser, who has 
been 
proprietor o f the store for 28 years, 
said the dam age was covered by in­ 
surance.
